For firft, although in Ci- 
ties, as principallie in the famous Citie of Lon- 
don, the people cnioy a great blefling of God, 
in hauing fo many worthie and expert Phifitions 
and Chirurgians fo neerely dwelling ‘together, 
that at all times the one may be able and readie 
to aduife, and the other alfo as willing and fufh-

Yet when by the nature of the difeafe thereise« 
uident danger of a corruption and putrefaction 
of humours to enfue, then a little quantitie of 
bloud drawen fhall be much auaylable to antici« 
pate and preuentit, ifalwayes regard be had how 
farre the {trength will permit, and what humour 
is efpecially mixt together with the bloudinthe 
vaynes. For as Fernelins fheweth,there is

pound. The pure doth confit of (in amanner)an 

equall portion of all the beft iuices, The impure 

is an abounding of vicious humoursin the vaines, 

If che plenitude come by choler, the vayne may 

the more plentifully make euacuation. But if 
the fulnefle come by fleame or by melancho» 

lie, then muft the euacuation be made by little 

and little at feuerall cimes when neceflitie requis 

reth, and when the vaynes being ouer-full doe 

threaten danger. How all thefe feuerall kindes 

of plenitude fhall be knowne, I hall have oce

hath refpeét vneo the plenitude; fo this 47 hath 
properly a relation to the boyling and bubbling. 
Su (fayth he) in quotidians and quartans we do 
often let bloud,not becaufethere is any fulneffe or 
great multitude of ill humours, but becaufe we 
would by venting take away the boyling and 
bubbling thereof, This venting hath place both 
whetherthere be any putrefaétion in the humour 
or no. Bat :f our {cope and purpofe be only fimply 
to vent, then is it beft co do it by letting alittle 
bloud, and often according to the rule of Auicen- 
na, Melior eft multiplicatio numeri quam quantitates. 
Otherwife if the cafe be compound that both there 
be afulneffe anda boyling that we mutt both eua- 
cuateand vent, then fhall it be moft ficto-do it at 
once, and plentifully and aslong asthe ftrength 


-will permit, asis taught at large by Galen inthe 
eight booke of his AZethodus medendi, And in the 


fame booke {peaking of fome agues thacare like

The third vfe of letting bloud is called evricousee 
Revulfion : Montazus calleth ic Phlcbotomia di- 
uerfiva , which is a plucking back of humours, 
when they are caried from any one part of the 
body into another with force and violent courfe. 
Enacuation doth refpett the fulueffe, Venting the bub- 
bling up, aud Revulfion the violent cour{e of the bu- 
mour.

In theague fynochus, 
which hath one continuall fit, feeing that it pro- 
ceedeth of the inflammation of bloud, needs muft 
the opening of a vayne be very fic and conuenient 
for it. Butthere are two kinds.of it. The one is cal-

Itis more fafe to let bloud when the difeafe upprocheth, apibs 


then when it hath already taken poffeffion of vs, accore 
ding to the old verfe: 
LE grins eycitur, quam non admittitur hospes. 
It is a more hard ching to caft outa bad gueft, 
then it is at the firft not to admit him, 
Andtherefore Platerus willeth vsin thefe fizochi 
fine putrediae, wherein the bloud is not putrefied 
bur inflamed, to haften the letting of bloud, not 
only to vent or euentilate the bloud inflamed, but 
alfote pluck back the fame, leaft breaking cut of 
the vaines into the principall parts, it doch ftirre 
vp there moft perilous inflammations. For Plate- 
rus and Fontanonus be both of this opinion, thae 


the inflammations in the noble parts do follow . 


thefefynochi,and not go before them. And there- 
fore they do adujfein the firft beginning to open 
avayne, and if inthe firft day it be omitted when 
theague is thought tobe but an ephemera, an in- 
flaming of the {pirits for one day;yet the next day 
following,when it appeareth plainely thatit is no 
ephemera, becaule it lafteth longer then a day, but

thatit is a playne fynochus, then let out bloud 
boldly a good quantity, according to the ftrength 
of the partie; or elfe take the lefle bloud at once, 
and open the vayne either the fame day or the.

In this ague doth the fecond vfe 
of Phlebotomy ; to wit, exextatio, or enentilatio

ings wholy to onerthrow them. Montanus writing 
vpon the thirtenth Canon of Azicenna concer- 
ning bloud-letting, doth make three feuerall forts 
of this hore ague comming of bloud inflamed, and 
fheweth in which of them bloud may beft be let. 
The firftis called Homotona,which fromthe begin- 
ning tothe end doth keepe the fame tenour. The 
fecond Epacmastica , which increafeth more and 
more vntillit come to ftate and vigor. The third 
Paracmastica, which alwayes decreafeth. In the 
firft and che laft he admittech boldly to let bloud, 
but inthe fecond {paringly, Icaft ftrength and po- 


wer fayling the difeafe fhould ouercome nature.

In the firft kind of obftru@ions Phlebctomy is 
good, becaufe by it the body ismade more thin, 
and humors being without the yaines in the com- 
paffe of the skinne, are by bloudletting drawne 
intothe vaines, and {fo do pafle away,as ALontanus 
doth demonftrate out of Galen. 

Inthe fecond kind of obftru@ion letting bloud 
1s alfo conuenient, thatthe thronging together of 
humours may ceafe, and thatbloud may be ven- 
ced. But.in thethird kind of obitru@ion it were 
ill done.to ler bloud, becaufe the thick humour 
which is impaded in the firlt va ynes, ts not there- 
by euacuated, but rather increafed, as the fame 
author doth proue out of the fame fourth booke 
of Galen de fanitate tuenda. Uchinke he hath ref pect 
to that pofition of Galen: In a werifome and faint 
body there ts little good bloud, and many raw humours. 
Phlebotomies do auoyd the good bloud, but as for the 
illbloud which zs gathered together in the firft vaynes, 
eXbecially that which és about the liner and mid bowels, 
they disherfe and fpreadit throughout all the body. 
How inthe two laft kinds of obftrudtions the hu- 
mour mutt be prepared and made fluxible, before 
we attempt any letting of bloud, itis to be st

Ifthat the black choler do praceed of burnt bloud 
youmay let out more then if it proceed ef any o- 
her humour. That learned Heurnius fayth, Black, 
choler ws ougly, and dath pring of fome burnt humours 
but melancholy is the very melancholick inice or ibe 
dregs of bloud. Thefe are of a nature farre differing. 
For to black choler are due thofe things which 
may pacify che fiercenes of it, as Violets, Endiue, 
and fuch like ; but to melancholy are due fuch 
things as are moderately warme and opening, as 
the rootes of Capers, the aperitiue rootes, and 
fuch like, alwayes adioyning to them fuch things 
as haue vim bumettand: a moyftening force.*And 
as in potions and medicins thefe two require a far 
differing methode, fo alfo (as you haue alreadie 
heard) inthe manner and tame of letting of bloud. 
In the intermitting agues we muft not haue a 
bare and naked refpeé& only tothe feuer it felfe, 
but we muft heedily regard allthe fymptomsand 
dangers which may enfue by the meanes of other 
accidents, as Trincave/in his Commentary vpon 


explanatione Galen ad Glauconem doth atlarge declare by the 
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example ofanexquifit tertian. An exquifit ter- 
tian(fayth he)was neuer inrefpect of it felfe coun~ 
ted atnongft great difeafes, and therefore Phlebo- 
comy doth not properly appertayne vnto it. But 
in other refpects itis not only profitable, butalfo 
neceflary, when regarding the ftate ofthe body,

Platerws {heweth fundry 
great dangers which letting of bloud doth bring 
vnto them that are infeéted withthe plague,and 
that little good helpe.can be expeéted thereby. 
I cannot fee how Phlebotomy can auayle to pluck that 
venemors quality from the heart, or to bring it owt of 
the bod, yto gether with the bloud fecin g that it ts rather 
procured thereb y, that the infetlion which from out= 
wardly commeth into the body and doth prefently in- 
fetl the fpirits, fhould be drawne more deepely inward. 
And moreouer the motion of nature( whereby ftraight- 
waves inthe firft innafion tt goeth about to shake out 
the poyfon by fweates, by outward pustles and by bot= 
ches ) may be hindred by letting of bloud, and the pow- 
ers thereby weakened, which we ought to keepe firong to 
expell that poyfon. It neither doth anovd the caufe of 
the difeafe, neither ts there any neede heere of any e- 
wentilation of heate, {eeing it ts not heere fo vehement. 
Hereupon he concludeth, that vpon rafh and vn- 
aduifed letting of bloud in plague times many mé 
are killed. Yet he acknowledgeth that when the 
plague hath taken hold vpon bodies which are 
fumme plethorica vel cachettica, full of bloud or of 
corrupt*yhumours whereby a feuer is kindled, then 
if by opening of a vayne the plenty and putre- 
faction of the bloud be taken away, allthe other

Montanusn Is epiftheto Crato doth allow let- 
ting of bloud in the {mall pocks and fuch other 
contagious difeafes, fothatitbe in the beginning 
before fignes of putrefattion appeare:-but when it hath 
once preuayled, then to let bloud he doth call it 
A pervattious and a deadly thing. For nature is then 
checked when it fhould wholy be intentiue to ex- 
pell che venomand infeétion of thedifeafe. Ferne- 
liws, Hollerius, and Syluiws, three famous and wor- 
thie Phyfitions, confulting about the {weating 
plague called fudor Auglicus, did deliuer to the 
Englith Embafladour the vie of bloud-letting a- 
mongft the meanes topreuent the difeafe, in full 
bodies, the bodies being firft orderly purged : but 
the difeafe hauing once taken hold, they aduifed 
no bloud-letting, burprefcribed good cordials to 
expell from the heart the venemous infeCtien, 
Batin that whichis commonly called by the name 
of Plague, alchough the body be already infeéted, 
yet ifit be corpus plethoricum (the notes whereof

CHAP. 6. 


How letting of bloud is to be ufed in phrenfies, quinfies, 
pluriftes; inflammations of the raynes or wombe,and 
other inward inflammations happening often with-= 
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the ftrength of the body isin perill. Areteus alfo 
fayth,that it ought to be done either the firft or the 
fecond day. Ifthe phrenfy begin after the fourth 
day, then open the vayne after the feauenth days 
but if it do come in the fixth or feauenth day,then 
let no bloud,for that is a criticall phrenfey. Aétins 
fayth, thae af the phrenfy do come with anague 
any day before the fourth day, and fignes of ple- 
nitude appeare, wee may well open che middle 
vayne. When the phrenfy is old, letting bloud is 
not fafe. Calizs fayth, that to let bloud after the 
eight day eff ingulare homines, is nothing but'to 
murder men. The quantity muft be according to 
the caufe. If ic proceede of inflamed bloud, you 
may let blond v/que ad animi deliquinm, tillthe 
heart begin to fayle. Forthere 1s a vehement in- 
flammation, a very fharp feuer, and exceeding 


great griefe, in which three cafes Galez alloweth 


large Phlebotomy. But if the bloud bemuch mix- 
ed with choler, then fixe ounces fhall fuffice, or if 
the party be ftrong,tenne ounces. Areteus his opi- 
nion ts, that if it hauethe firft beginning from the 
parts about the midriffe,then the party may bleed 
moreJargely, becaufe thereabouts lyeth the foun~ 
tayne of bloud. What you do you muft da at onee, for 
the difeafe doth give nolong truce. Trallianus com= 
maundeth the vayne of the forehead to be opened. 
Butthat Hexrnius doth condemne, as minitring 
afurther increafe to the difeafe, efpecially if the 
phrenfy come of bloud : for both the bloud fhould 
turne his courfe into the head, andalfo the eua- 
cuation fhould be made by the very place affec- 
ted, which fhould be as he thinketh very inconue- 
nient.

often ftirred vp a pleurify on the other fide, vnto 
which the reuulfion is made. Trivcauell dothan- 
fwere, that doth happen by meanes of the fulnefle 
of the whole body, efpecially of the lower parts, 
when the opening of the vpper vaynes cannot 
auoyd fo much as is drawne vpward out of tlie in- 
ferior parts ofthe body : whereupon the humour 
following, the motion whichis made by the force 
of the vayne cut, fetling on that fide, doth giue an 
eccafion of anew inflammation. And therefore 
when there 1s a plenitude ip the whole body,efpe- 
cially about the lower'parts of the belly, he doth 
greatly commend the cuftome practifed for many 
yeares with good fuccefle by the Phifitions of 
Venice,to wit in this,toopen the vayne about the 
knee, or about the anckle. And he fheweth,that in 
his owne experience in the fame time that he was 
writing that treatife, he cured an old man of 60, 
yeares ofage(who hauinga body vere plethoricum, 
wasfallen into a plurifie) by caufing the vayne 
: ¢

be opend hard by the anckle. If Hippocrates did 
fomctimes open the vayne in the arme of the fame 
fide where the pleurifie didlye (as Trizcanel doth 
make accompt he did in the curing of _dnaxion the 
Abderite) it was becaufe rhe difeafé was fully made, 
and sve matter already floxed. Burin the beginning 
of the Howing of the humour, neither Hippocrates 
nor Galen do allow the fame kinde ofeuacuation, 
which atterward they admit when the flux isal- 
ready made. Hippocrates fayth, [f bamours be ca- 
ryed into that part which they ought not we muft renell 
then, but tf they flow the fame way they ought, then to 
open the paljage to thens according as euery one ts bent. 
And what hisiudgement ts touching this matter, 
you haue it fet downe in the end of my Chapter 
lait going before, and alfo toward the end of my 
firft Chapter, where are cited the words of Galex 
concerning an vicer caufed of a flux, that ifthe 
flowing be vehement we mutt pluck it back into 
the contrary parts, but when ic doth ceafeand reft 
ferled ina place, thents it beft toderiueit. Vpon 
which pointe alfo Gaiez doth inferre there agene- 
rall conclufion./t 2 a generall thing that when fluxes 
doe begin, wee muft vfe renulfion ; but when they are 
fetled in any affetted part, then euacnate then either

The other two he ioyneth together, and thinketh 
that he meaneth chat in the pleurily proceeding of 
choler Phlebotomy isnot conuentent. Trincanel 
being by occafion fallen into the confideration of 
that place of Hippocrates, doth fhew that Galex 
commenting vpon that place, doth fay, chat the 
,oints concerning the time of the yeareand choler 
may well be’admuictred, but chat the exception a- 
bout the plourify doth feeme fomewhat hard, be- 
cauleif any difeafe (che ftrength and age conten- 
tine) do require ‘lecting of bloud; the plouifie

that opinion. For if Fernelius do make thole refte 


fibre helps for evacuation or expulfion, then doth 


he not well, for the tranfuerfe fibres and not the 
right do ferue for.expulfion: and if he makethem 
(as they are) helps of attraction , then muft they 
draw equally aswell onthe one fide asthe other, 
becaufethey runne out equally by the length of 
the yaynes on both fides. And the like anfwere 
they make to them which would haue the word to 
fignifie the continuing and ioyning together of 
parts, asthough all the vaynes of the right fide 
were joyned one to and in an other amongft 
themfelucs, and the vaynes of theleftfide 1oyned 
among themfclues,and did not rather participate 
and communicate one with another. Butfeeing 
the trunke of the hollow vayne is one, the bran- 
ches thereof on both fides are equally 1oyned to 
the liver. The breaking out of bloud out of the left 
noftrill doth empty as well the right:fide as the 
leftyand (as Rea{nerus fayth) he faw often by expe- 
rience that the dileafes ofthe {pleane were holpen 
fometimes by opening the liuer vayne, and fome- 
times by bloud gufhing out of the right noftrill. 
And morcouer, as Andraas Lanreutius ihewee' 
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Harwards Phlebotomy, CHA?.7. 4t 
there is no meeting together beewixt the vaynes 
ofthe noftrils andthe {pleane, and yetthe fpleane 
being inflamed (as you haue heard) che bloud that 
floweth outof the left noftrill doth how er iga,di- 
re&tly. And therefore that word of Hippocrates is 
not tobe referred tothe ioyning together of che 
vaynes onein an other, but tothe rectitude of the 
whole parts of the body, guia dextra dextris ¢& fix 
nistra finiitris [unt wire, becaule the right lims co 
the right, and the left to the left areas it were of 
one tribe or kinred, and therefore like good 
neighbours do onelabourto help an other. ALaior 
eff vis in forti contentione ob feffe partis quam in vena 
run fita, Theress a greater force in the flrong con 
tention and firiuing of the fide that is beGeged or 
fet ypon,then is in the ficuation of the vaines, And 
a good criticall figne it is when that fide that is 
impugned, can expell part ofthat wherewith it is 
overcharged and opprefled, But when for any ja- 
flammation a vayne is to be opened, we haucma- 
ny other thingsto be regarded befides the confi- 
deration ofthe fide. We muaft marke well whether 
the whole body haue a fulneffe of the vaynes: 
whether the humour be flowing, or now already 
flowed and fetled : whether it doth require euacu~ 
ation or reuulfion or diuerfion,and which of them 
more then other, and how thefe vfes of Phicboto- 
my and the order thereof fhall beft be perfour- 
med, of all which points you haue feene already 
what the beft Phifitions of our age haue gathered 
out of tlie beft Phifitions in times paft. Only I will 
adde one obferuation more out of Afontanus, and 
fo attend of this ouertedious controuerfic. ALon- 
sans Will haue in cuery inflammation two things

content my felfe with che au€tority of 
one or two of whom I make beft reckoning, and 
fo to hatten to thofe other points which more ge- 
nerally and vninerfally are to be confidered in the 
whole practife of Phlebotomy. Although cramps, 
and pallies, conuulfions, and refolutions be cold 
difeales; yet_Actins, Paulus Aretaus,and divers do 
appoint to begin the cure with letting of bloud. 
Galea dothallow it, but not generally & alwayes. 
He only.doth admit it in thefe cafes,and with thefe 
conditions, Firft, when thefe cold difeafes haue 


their beginning by the fuppreffion of the termes 
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44 The firft booke of 
or hemorrhodes. Sccondly,if they be with a feuer; 
butthen it muft be done moderatly, & fparingly. 
Thirdly,if there be great plenty of bloud either in 
the whole or inthehead. Foras Galen fheweth and 
alfo Hippocrates, by the ouermuch fulnefle of the 
raynes there are made oftentimes epilepfies and 
apoplexies. Trallianus beginneth his care ofa le- 
thargie by letting of bloud, if other circumftances 
do not prohibite. Hezruius 1n his Chapter of con- 
uulfions doth like well ofthe iudgement of Are- 
teus,to wit, that whether the cramp or conuulfon do 
cone of coldneffe, or by a wound, or by vutimely birth, 
the vayne in the arme ts to be opened,es pecially if bloud 
be the caufesor if it be {uch acrickthat the neckor boay 
ean bend no way;or tf it be an inflammation,or a wound. 
Montanus alloweth Phlebotomy in epilepfies and 
apoplexies when they depend of bloud, but he addeth 
this claule, hoc auten: faciendum debitis temporibus 
precipue vere, this mutt: bedone in due time, efpe- 


cially in the fpring time. For melancholick winds 
caufed by ob{tructions of the liuer or fpleane,ALer- 
curials giving aduife in that cafeto a Nobleman 
of Germany, fayth, fix? yox muff thinke of letting 
bloud, net that the abundance of it doth plainely foew 
any uch matter, but becaufe other noble helps can 
hardly be fafely administred, vulelfe letting of bloud 
do co before.

bibbers, avd glattonous furfetters , thou fhalt bring 
finall profit either by purging, or letting bloud. Al- 
though the purpote of Galen mdeedeé is notin that 
place to deny purging and letting of bloud to 
them, which by furfetting are already filled with 
raw huinours (as Fuch/izs doth feeme to apply it) 
burto fhew that itis a needlefle enterprife, and a 
very loftlabour to apply vnee intemperate men 
thele foueraigne remedyes, feeing that they haue 
gotten {uch a cuftome-and habite ofriotoufnefie, 
thattliey will prefently fll themfelues againe with 


all noylonie humours;forfo doth Gales there gine 
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hisreafon. For they which dowfe anintemperate dyer, 

do quickly gather an aboundance of raw humours, and 

sherefore we muft not fo much as endenaur to heale 
them. Befides excefle and furfeiting, a due regard 
matt be had whether the party that is to be let 
bloud haue vied (chough temperatly) fuch drinke,

Montanus dilcourfing vpon Ani- 
cenna his canons, doth require that not only in 
raw phlegmatick matters, but alfoinaboundance 
of choler, fome auoyding of it either by vomit or 
purging, fhould go before Phlebotomy, leaft the 
bridle, to wit, bloud being gone, thefiercenefle of 
choler fhould more increafe, In thafe, in whome 
by reafon of the tempering ofthe humour bloud 
mutt be let alittle atonce and often, Galen doth 
with as well the reiterating of the'purging,as ofthe 
Phlebotomy.

yond Galen. As VUercurials in bis treatite concer= 
ning thefinall pocks and meatels doth forbid-pur- 
ging medicins to be receiued into the ftomack at 
fuch time as nature fhould expell the difeate by 
the skinne,becaafe fuch purgations dotrouble the 
tnotion of nature, and yet atthe fame time doth 
allow a clyfter. of barley water one pound anda 
halfejofoyle of violets foure ounces, ot butter three 
ounces,of red fugar candy one ounce,or ofeach of 
them proportionablya lefle quantity if itbe fora 
child,anddoth there condemne Wicholaus Floren- 
tinws, for that he forbiddeth the minittring of a 
clyfter,at fuch time as the fayd difeates de begin to 
brcake out: for (fayth he) it os. a fond thing to thinke 
that the motion of vature w hindered by clysters.feeing 
shat they do werke only 1n the bowels,aand the mot on of 
nature is both necre the skinne, and in the vaynes, net 
thercde clysters fo ouershrow the powers rhat we neede 
to conceine any feare. Euento,tor as muchas 1n fete 
cing bloud, our driftis efpecially ember to eale’na- 


ture, being operbardened, orto expel fome dan= 
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rous’cauies of putred marter, by tran{pirations, 
fweatings,cuaporatings and fuch like,very expe- 
dient itisthat weauoyd fuch purgings, as where- 
by che worke of nature may be either troubled or 
weakened, and content our felues with amore fig 
preparing, broughe to pafle by glyfters. Ir isa 
great fault amongit very many in England, that 
they are fo nice and ferup yulous in. receiuing ofa 
gly {ter, as feeming to fulpeét fome danger in “thats 
whichindeede ts the moit eafie and harmeleflere~ 
medy of all others. And as great a faule it1sin ma- 
ny of our countrey Surgeons, whicn fo. boldlyda 
commonly practile che opening of vaines, neither 
hauing before'any direction of learned counfaile 
neither being themfelues ftored with thole things 
which fhould accerly prepare their patient there= 
vneto, They which do minifter purging potions at 
that time when nature doth begin tomoue, fay 
they doit becaufe nature doth moue vnper featlys 


but tothem Afercurials doth anlivere, intelligere Mercur ibid.

For women being with child Afontanus fayth,: moztav. meri- 
that wee muft greatly fufpeé& as well lecting of cine uninerfal, 
bloud, asany other evacuation in them, both in £4!" 
refpe&t of the nourifhment of the woman and 
child, and alfo for feare of an abortement or vn= 
timely birth. Efpecially he will haue them to be a- 
uoyded atthofe times when there is molt danger 
of vntimely birth, that is, before the fourth 1io~ 
neth, and after the feauenth moneth.

Adontanus fayth, there is duplex motus 
morbi,two manner of motions ofa difeate, the one 
particular, which confifteth in the fits and pa- 
roxy{mes, and the other generall or yniuerfall in 
refpect of the whole difeafe from the beginning 

otheend,and this conteyneth the criticall dayes, 
the fourth, thefeauenth, the eleuenth, the foure- 
teenth, the feauenteenth,the twentieth,&c. Now 
we muft marke how the matter of the difcafe is 
mooucd, whether ina criticall day or not criticall, 
and whether it be moued becaufe nature goeth 
about to concodtit, or becaufe it is furious : Jf the 
motion of it be furious, we muft needs vfe enacuation. 
But when the motion of the difeafe is fuch that na- 
ture doth concoét the matter, then 1s it a day of 
reft, and no euacuation is then to be attempted. 
And that doth he make to be the meaning of Hip- 
pocrates, that we muft reft when the difeafe isin 
{tare and vigour,hoc eff in die motus morbi fen pugne 
tempore, that is, inthe day ofthe difeafes motion, 
or the time of the ftrife betwixt nature and it. 
Some affirine that in the criticall day bloud isnot

There isan 
other kind of conco€tion called rizaress,or mizacpec, 
wherein naturalfheate doch deale with a matter 
not that is good and familiar, but fuch as doth 
caufe difeafe, and doth fecke cither to aflimilate 
foie part of it if fhe can, orelfe to make it either 
lefle hurtfull to the body, or more fit to be expel- 
led. Thefe two diftingt kinds of concotions when 
naturall heate can not or doth not performe what 
it would or fhould, then they Icave diftin& kinds 
of crudities, as Galen fheweth, {peaking of chole- 
rick crudities, as thofe whome the Grecians call 
inéps, whatfoeuer (faych he) is of nature ouercome 
is called by Hippocrates conco&ted, and what foe- 
uer nature can not yet ouercome is called crude 
and raw,as he giueth in the fame place an inftance

medies called Cathartice. As for Phlebotomy, fee- 
ing that the chiefeft intents thereofare to eafe the 
ouer-much fulnefle of the body, or to pluck back 
or diuert a humour from or to fome place, weare 
not fo much to wait for the concoétion of the mat- 
ter of y difeafe(vnleffe it be the ouer-much groffe- 
neffe of thick bloud) as to marke the concoétion 
of nourifhment, that the firft degree thereof be 
done, and the fecond well forward. For if we let 
bloud when the ftomack or firft vaynes are fall of 
indigefted crudities they will pafle into the vaines 
which are emptyed and make greater obftructi- 
ons.

indangered. But fecing fo often Galen and all Phi- 
fitions in the matter of Phlebotomy do ftill make 
their prouifoes that the powers be not diffolued, 
a queition may here be mooued of what powers 
they do efpecially fpeake,and how the itrength of 
thofe powers fhailbe knowne. Galen defcribeth 
three powers in man, the firft he calleth the natz- 
rall or untritine power,that hath his fountaine tn the 
huerjand conteyneth wnder tt the attractive power, 
the retentine, the expulfine, and the fourth the altera= 
tine power, which ws generally to turne the nourifhment 
into fubstance and particularly to make bloud. The fe- 
cond vertue or power is called rhe vitallpower, ha- 
uing the feate in the heart,giuing life to the whole 
body, and conferuing the eflence of che vitall {pi- 
rits. Thethird he calleth the axtmall or rationall po- 
wer, hauing the feace inthe brayne, and bringing 
forth fenfe, motion, and ynderitanding, Each of 
thele three powers haue their particular initra- 
mentsto worke by.To the naturall power do ferue 
the vaynes, to the vitall the arteryes, and to the

The Spring muft be the time of letting bloua and pur- 
ing. The Autumne is in fitnefle the neereft. vnto 
the Spring. The cxtremitie ofthe heate of fommer 
is moft dangerous as Galen fayth, hauing named 
alittle before the canicular dayes., They whice are 
fuisterly enacuated in very hoate times of the yeare, 
do perifh either with [wounings , or with refolutions. 
The extreame cold alto of the winter will not per- 
mit Phicbotomy; or ifit do,it mult be little: AZox- 
tanws siueth the reafon,becaufe the body ts overmucls 
cooled, and is alfo made fo thinne, that the.cold doth 
ftrike into the inward parts, ubereby are brought difea- 
fes of very long continuance. Galen will. haue them 
which are vfually fick in. the {pring tine to belet 
bloud én the beginning of the {pring, but{ueh as moft 
commonly haue their ficknes in the fommer time

Further, itis ill when the moone's in con~ 
jundtion’or oppofition with Venus or Mercury 
combuft, or in'a quadrate afpect with Saturue, Sol, 
or Mars, vnlefle the afpeét be pafled at-the leaft 
cight degrees. But it is good to let bloud when the 
Moone is in atrine Or fextile afpeét with Japiter, 
Sol Venus,and Mercury, but efpecially with Jupiter 
and Venus, with whome allafpeéts are good, pro- 
vided that they be not combuft.

Jed lunatick. Origen doth report the 1udgement of 
Phifitions Humida moneri in capite fecundum ali- 
quam compaffionem ad lumen lunare quod humidaus 
habet naturam, That moytt things are mooued in 
the head according to the fympathie ofthe moone 
which hatha moy{t nature, but he thinkethrather 
that fome yneleane fpirit, doth obferue the diu- 
fions of the fituations of the moone and worke by 
them, But Serenus, and after him AZercurialss do 
giue this the realon, becaufe they which are con- 
ceived ‘or borne in the wane. of the moone are 
much fubie& co the falling ficknefle.

It was a 
damnable opinion amongit the Chaldeans. to 
make the conftellations ofthe ftarres to be atable 
Bie of allfataihlaves, as though the whole life of man 
ait evere written therein. As Tarutins Firmianis being, 
. skiltull inthe Chaldean fciences, tooke vpon him 
by the tiyanner of Rorrulus his lite and death,to cal- 
‘culate what time’he was borne, that becaule he 
wrought fuch actes, and dyed in {uch a manner, 
thereforé*he muit needes be borne fuchayeare, 
‘and fuch'an howre. The fuperftitions of the Chal- 
dwans were fuch, that they would not builda 
houfe, nor attempt anyiourney, norfo nauch-as 
put 
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Harwards Phlebotomy. CH ap.6, 97 
put a new garment vpon them but they would 
firt haue aregard:of the conftellations and pla- 
nets. Thefefond and wicked abufes ofaftronomy 
Ido wholy-reieét-and difallow. But in the vfe of 
Phifick {eeing that a great part thereof doth con= 
cerne the flowing and iffuing, the ftaying andthe 
pafling away of humours, and that itis found by 
the termes of women, by the fluxes and refluxes 
of the feas,and many other wayes;that the moone 
hath by the maker thereof certaineinfluences gi- 
uen vnto her, much auaylable to the avoyding 
and correcting of humours ; I do not thinke but if 
it be found by the experiences of former ages, that 
at fometimes and in fome fignes or afpeéts her for- 
ces are more violent then at other, we may haue 
fome confideration thereof, and make choyce of 
fuch as are moft meeteft for our purpofe, euenas 
the husbandmen may alfo take fuch times for their 
grafting, fowing,planting,and fuch like, as by the 
proofes ofall nations haue appeared to be fitteft 
for the fruitfull growing and propagation thereof. 
Toreturne now to our argument of letting blond, 
{ceing that as Thaue fhewed the figne may fome- 
times feeme to be good, and yet by other afpects 
the fame may be controuled, what courfe is then 
to betaken when for want of good helps we can 
not come to the knowledge of the afpeéts ? Surely 
then our beft way will be to obferue the manner 
ofthe weather. When the weather is fetled to be 
very dry,then arenot humours apt to flow, but in 
open andmoy weather we find them very flux-

By which coldnes fome hane li~ 
nedafterward tll coluured, andwith bad habit of body, 
and eafily annoyed with euery {mall thin Le ana others by 
the fame meanes hane bin taken with deadly difeafes, 
drop/ies, ftreightnes of breath by ffopping of the lights, 
weakenes of liner and ftomack, apeplextes and dotings. 
There are many vnskilfuli Surgeons. which doe 
thinke and defend that for the quantity of bloud, 
how much may be fpared they neede no other ob- 
féruation,but to let the bloud torunne vpontheir 
nayle, and fo long as they fee 1c to be grofle and 
corrupt, fo long to let it flow. If they take this 
courfe with fome difeafes, they may. vtcerly ouer- 
throw the ftrength of cheirpatient. They me

Whether the humour be more thinne 
and cholerick asin cholerick agues,and in phren- 
zies,or whether it be more cold or thick,as 1n apo- 
plexies, epilepfies, and lethargies, I haue fhewed 


in my firftbooke, that Phlebotomy may haue in - 


them a profitable vfe. Galen (when all other Phi- 
fitions withftood him) did let a woman bloud ple- 
tifully, when the bloud came out in colour and 
thicknes like to.liquide pitch or tarre. In cuery 
opening of a vaine an efpeciall confideration mult 
be had what humour itis that doth moft indanger 
the difeafe. For in fplenctick infirmities it is profi- 
tableto auoyd well the thick melancholick bloud, 
and to ftay it if it ‘be thinne, becaufe the thinne 
hath a good neceflary yfe, the better to keepe the 
thicker from ob@tru@tions: but ftill the chiefeft re- 
fpeét mutt be had of the ftrength of the party. If 
the bloud benotathick black melancholick bloud 
caufing fome melancholick difeafe,but otherways. 
corrupted,and greatly degenerating from the na- 
ture of bloud, Phlebotomy alfo may take place, 
but warily and fparingly , and per vices, by little 
and little, diminifhing the ill and reftoring the 
good, ever afluring our felues that the lefle {tore 
there is of bloud, the more feeble is the ftrength, 
and in no wife thinking that the triall ofthe bloud 

appearing ill ypon the thumbe,may bea fafhcient 

warrant to the Surgeon,to cotinue themore bold= 

ly the bleeding of his patient. Cold conftitutions 

may not endure much diminifhing of bloud, and 

thofe lipothymies, which Galen and i hiatre

doallow fometimes to coole inextreame heates, 
are fhore faintings for a time and not vtter de- 
ieGtions and ouerthrowings of the ftrength and 
powers. Ifthe bloud be lothto come, Fuch/izs de- 
clareth thefehelps : firft, vnloofe alittle the band: 
fecondly’, let him clutch fome thing ‘hard in his 
hand drawne together: thirdly, let him force him- 
felfe to hem and cough, and laft of all bath the in- 
cifion with warme water.

If the -bloud.doe finell ill (as it falleth out but 
feldome ) it is a figne of avery great putrefac- 
tion. Ferielius fheweth, how in the bloud you

For although the 
bloud be neuer fo good, yet if it be in ouer-much 
plenty, it may greeue the body, offend thefenfes, 
and bring very many dangers. Ifallthebloud be 
ilk, or if tive firit be good and the laftall, it fheweth 
thar many humiours'do yetremayne to berooted 
out by good diet, and! by fir euacuations, or elfe if 
the bloud- letting be im a great inflammation, 
theanthe’lat blowd being Worlecbhes che firft, 
doth often declare, that the very matter of the 
difeafets auoyded, and the euacuation made fully 
coinple te. So likewife if the laft bloud: be better 
then the firft, it is a good figne of a perfeét euacu- 
ation. “Ifthe bload« be powred afterward into 
warme water that the'fubftances of it maybe fe-
